The Democratic national con- 
vention will vote on a nominee 
for Vice President tonight. Sen- 
ator Stuart Symington of Mis- 
souri and Senator Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington ~ are 
prominently mentioned as pos- 
sible choices by Kennedy. It is 
customary for the convention to 
accept the presidential nominee’s 
selection.

Kennedy's Republican oppo- 
nent in the November election is 
certain to be Vice President 
Richard Nixon, who will like- 
wise be nominated on the first 
ballot, perhaps without any op- 
position, when the Republican 
National Convention meets in 
Chicago, beginning July 25, 

Both in Forties. 

The presidential campaign will 
be a contest of two nationally 
known nominees in their forties 
Kennedy is 43 years old, Nixon 


is 47. Both began their political 
careers with election to the 
House in 1946. Nixon was eleci- 
ed to the Senate in 1950 and 
served there until his inagura- 
tion as Vice President in 1953. 

Kennedy’s nearest rival was 
Senate majority leader Lyndon 
B. Johnson of Texas, who re- 

ved 409 votes, all but 67% 
of them from the southern and 
border ‘states. 

Senator Symington was third 
with 86 votes and former Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Iilinots 
was fourth with 7914. Favorite 
sons and other local candidates 
accounted for 14044 votes. For 
nomination at least 761 votes 
were necessary.

LOS ANGELES, July 14—Mis- 
souri Democrats waited anxiously 
and hopefully today to see if 
Senator John F. Kennedy would 
pick Senator Stuart Symington 
as his vice presidential running 
mate, 

There were strong—but not en- | 
tirely conclusive — indications 
that Symington might get the 
nod from Kennedy, who cap- 
tured the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination last night in 
an impressive first-ballot victory. 

Missourians want Symington 
in second place on the Kennedy 
ticket almost as much as they 
wanted him to win the top hon- 
ors. They feel that Symington’s 
presence on the national ticket 
would protect their state and lo- 
cal candidates against the pos- 
sible loss of votes in rural areas 
because of the religious issue. 

Kennedy conferred with party 
leaders this morning on his vice 
presidential choice. The man 
Kennedy selects will be formally 
nominated by the Democratic na- 
tional convention tonight. 


Named by DiSalle. 


Michael DiSalle of Ohio, 
a key leader in the Kennedy 
forces, predicted yesterday that 
Symington would be Kennedy’s 
choice. DiSalle was expected to 
nominate the man _ Kennedy 
wants as his campaign partnet 
this fall. The Missouri Senator 
is reported also to have strong 
backing for the vice presidential 
nomination in. the New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois and Indi- 
ana delegations. 


| Gov. 


There were reports, however, 
that the man from Massachusetts 
/might confer the honor on an- 
other Senate colleague, Henry 
M. Jackson of Washington. Ken- 
nedy said earlier that Jackson 
was “under consideration and 
satisfactory,” as well as Gover- 
nors George Docking of Kansas, 
| Orville L. Freeman of Minnesota 
and Herschel C. Loveless of 
lowa. 

But it was difficult last night 
to convince many convention del- 
egates that Symington would not 
be the man Kennedy selects. 
This is because of Gov. James 
T. Blair’s shrewd political ma- 
neuver in the convention after 
Kennedy won the presidential 
nomination, 

When the roll call of states 
was completed, Blair gained rec- 
ognition immediately from Gov. 
LeRoy Collins of Florida, the 
convention’s permanent chair- 
man. Blair asked that Missouri’s 
39 votes be switched from Sym- 
ington to Kennedy. He also 
moved that Kennedy be declared 
the winner by acclamation. Col- 


lins put the acclamation motion 
and announced that it was 
carried. 

Few delegates realized that 


Blair had arranged with Collins 
to be recognized when the roll 
call was compieted. After Wy- 
oming cast its 15 votes and as- 
sured Kennedy’s victory, Repre- 
sentative Charles H. Brown, 
Symington’s campaign manager, 
| went to the platform with Blair’s 
request to be recognized when 
the roll call was finished. 
Symington watched the show- 
down convention session on tele- 
vision in his suite at the Biltmore 
Hotel. When it was all over, he 
stepped into the corridor, smiling 
and seemingly unperturbed to 
read a statement to reporters. 
Congratulates Winner. 


“I wish to congratulate my 
friend and colleague, 
Kennedy, on his nomination, 
the Missourian said. 

‘We must do all in our power | 
to elect him. I will certainly do 
everything I can to make sure 
he is the next president of the 
United States. There must be 
fresh inspiration in the White 
House and Senator Kennedy will 
provide it.

WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP) 
—A bitter United Nations fight 


between Russia and the United 


States semed assured today over 
the issue of which of the two 
great powers is responsible for 
threatening world peace. 

The issue was sharply drawn 
last night when President Ejisen- 
hower accepted a Soviet chal- 
lenge on United States aircraft 
flights and declared his deter- 
mination to make a case ‘‘on the 


lawless actions and_ reckless 
threats of the Soviet govern- 
ment.” 


The challenge was hurled by 
the Soviet government when 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko a few hours earlier de- 
manded an emergency session 
of the U.N. Security Council. 
a cablegram to U.N. headquar- 
ters he charged the United States 
Air Force with aggressive activi- 
ties against Russia and said they 
constitute a threat to the peace 
of the world. 

“The Soviet government,” 
“expects that in 
view of the continuing acts of 
aggression by the United States 
Air Force, the Security council 

. will resolutely censure these 
acts which endanger peace.”’ 

The council meeting, not yet 
scheduled, is expected to take 
place next week. 

Charge on Buzzing. 

In another development today, 
the Soviet Union charged in 
formal notes that planes of the 
United States and other Western 
powers deliberately and frequent- 
ly buzzed Soviet ships on the high 
seas. The notes said the incidents 
endangered the Soviet vessels 
and violated the rights of ship- 
ping in international waters. 

The notes were dGeiivered to 
Moscow embassies of the United 
States, Britain, Denmark, Nor- 
way, France, and Canada, listing 
the charges item by item. The 
note to the United States, in the 
form of a memorandum, said 
American planes over a period 
of years had been responsible for 
more than 200 such incidents. 


The Soviet accusation appeared 
to be a preliminary to presenta- 
tion of Moscow’s complaints to 
the United Nations concerning 
the activities of United States 
planes. 

The Soviet press for a long 
time has been accusing Western, 
and particularly American, flyers 
of buzzing Soviet shipping in in- 
ternational waters. Less than two 
months ago the Soviet press 
quoted a maritime official as say- 


ing United States Air Force 
planes buzzed Soviet merchant 


ships On 23 separate occasions in 

1960, diving on freighters and 

dropping various objects, 
‘Ready and Willing.’ 

In a statement from his vaca- 
tion headquarters at Newport, 
R.I., Mr. Eisenhower declared 
the United States is ‘‘ready and 
willing’’ to go to the Security 
Council for a full discussion of 
what he called the ‘wanton 
shooting down” by Russia of an 


_RB-47 plane July 1. 


The United States declared in 
a note to Russia Tuesday that 
the plane was shot down over 
international waters at least 30 
miles from the Soviet coast on 
the Barents Sea.

The high explosive, non-nu- 
clear charge was buried at a 
depth of 125 feet.. The AEC 
planned the shot to determine 
the cratering effects of explosives 
as a part of Project Plowshare, 
the program for development of 
peaceful uses of atomic energy.

State Dept. Reaffirms 
Monroe Doctrine — 
Says Reds Try to 
Supplant It. With 
‘Bolshevik Doctrine.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 14 (AP) 

The United States, solemnly 
reaffirming the Monroe Doctrine, 
warned Russia today to keep its 
hands off Western Hemisphere 
countries. 

At the same time, the State 
Department denounced as a 
“naked menace to world peace” 
soviet Premier Khryshchev’s im- 
plied threats that Soviet rockets 
might fly to help Cuba repel al- 
leged American aggression. 

In a sternly worded statement, 
the State Department accused 
Khrushchev of seeking to sup- 
plant the 137-year-old Monroe 
Doctrine with a ‘“‘Bolshevik doc- 
trine providing for the use of 


| Soviet military power in support 


of Communist movements any- 
where in the world.” 

Khrushchev’s threats, the de- 
partment said, “revealed the 
hypocrisy of his protestations in 
behalf of peace.”’ 

Approved by Eisenhower. 

President Eisenhower person- 
ally approved the department 
declaration which was read to 
newsmen by a_ department 
spokesman at a press confer- 
ence. 

With its warning against med- 


dling in Western Hemisphere 
matters, the State Department 


fired back at Khrushchev for his 
news conference comments in 
Moscow Tuesday. He said the 
Monroe Doctrine was dead and 
should be buried. 

President James Monroe used 
a message to Congress Dec. 2, 
1823, to warn European nations 
against seeking to extend their 
system to the Western Hemis- 
phere. 

The department said: 

“The principles which the 
United States Government en- 
acted in the face of the attempts 
of the old imperialism to inter- 
vene in the affairs of the hemis- 
phere are as valid today for the 
attempts of the new imperialism. 

“It consequently reaffirms with 
vigor the principles expressed 
by President Monroe.’’ 

Answer to Russia. 


Monroe’s statement was an an- 
swer to threats by Czarist Russia 
and the Holy Alliance to recon- 
quer newly independent states in 
Latin America. 

The State Department charged 
Khrushchev seeks to arrogate to 
himself the power to determine 
what international agreements 
should or should not be binding— 
even though Russia is not a party 
to them. 

Khrushchev’s comments about 
Cuba, the statement said, are an 
effort to torpedo the treaty under 


which the United States main- 
tains a naval base at Guan- 
tanamo. 


Furthermore, the statement said 
his charges seek to disrupt the 
21-nation Rio Treaty of 1947. This 
pact pledges the 21 American 
republics to regard an attack on 
one as an attack against all.

JOHN F. KENNEDY won more than the presidential nomina- 
tion last night. He won the right, not only to represent his party 


as its youngest nominee, but to 
represent himself. 


This last, ironically, is important to Kennedy. For he is free | 


at last to be judged for what he 


represent his generation, and to 


is. The focus will now be on him 


as a human being, not on his father, or his church, or his money, 


or his attractive young wife, but 
and character. 

These outside considerations 
have been important to him and 
he would be the first to admit it. 
Without them, he probably would 
not. be his party’s presidential 
nominee. He has been benefited 
greatly by his family, his money, 
his church, and his wife, but he 
reached a point about halfway 
through this campaign where 
these assets overwhelmed every- 
thitig élse and turned the indi- 
vidual candidate into a tribe 
and even, agcording to his polit- 
ical opponents, into a kind of 
conspiracy, 


This was, and still is, a major 
problem for Kennedy. He has 
reached a pinnacle of success 
unknown to any man of his age 
in his party, but he also is the 
victim of the political and public 
relations attributes that have 
helped him succeed. For the 
popular assets that helped him 
get where he is fit so neatly into 
the shorthand of modern journal- 
ism and television that they have 
obscured his own personal quali- 
fications for the high office he 
seeks. 


It is early yet to pass judg- 
ment on these deeper qualities 
of character and ability — the 
campaign will soon provide an 
adequate test — but the primar- 
ies and the convention have al- 
ready indicated what these qual- 
ities are. 


It is obvious that, aside from 
all the help he has had, he is a 
remarkably gifted young man, 
experienced well beyond the nor- 
mal expectation of his years, at 
home in both the intellectual and 
political institutions of the na- 
tion, articulate particularly in 
the give and take of modern 
television discussion and debate, 
industrious, energetic and above 
all courageous. 


FOUR TIMES in the last few 
months he has been confronted 
suddenly by challenges from his 
opponents and every time he has 
come through under circum- 
stances where he was on his 
own. 

The first of these was last No- 
vember when the Roman Cath- 
olic bishops of his own church 
took a position against the dis- 
semination of birth control in- 
formation by the United States 
to other nations. He took an in- 
dependent line on this at once 
and declared that he would not

KENNEDY IMMEDIATELY 
dramatized this issue by carry- 
ing it publicly before the Ameri- 
can Society of Newspaper Edi- 
tors in Washington. He gambled 
on exposing: and challenging the 
issue. He accepted Senator 
Hubert Humphery’s challenge to 
a television debate on the issues 
of the campaign, and in the pro- 
cess reversed the adverse trend 
against his candidacy and won 
the. election. 

The third challenge came from 


former President Harry S. Tru- 


man of Missouri who suddenly 
and sharply criticized Kennedy’s 
youth and invited him to with- 
draw in favor of more experi- 
enced men. Kennedy responded 
to this challenge with courtesy 
and.serenity. He refused to with- 
draw and turned the issue of his 
youth into. an asset in one of the 
most brilliant statements of the 
campaign. 

Finally, this week here in Los 
Angeles, he was challenged to a 
debate by his leader in the Sen- 
ate, Lyndon B. Johnson of Texas, 
who apparently acted on the 
assumption that he could blow 
his. young opponent out of the 
water.. Kennedy accepted the 
proposal and again demonstrated

What the A.M.A. Wants 


Recently you published an edi- 
torial entitled ‘‘Second Thoughts 
for the A.M.A.” in which the asso- 
ciation is criticized for its opposi- 
tion to ‘‘old age health insurance.” 
I believe the editorial failed to take 
into account some fundamental 
facts important to the people, old 
and young alike. 


The primary reason for the op- 
position of medicine to compulsory 
national health insurance is that 
it would, in our opinion, result in 
poorer—not better—health care for 
the people. The association, in fact, 
favors health insurance. What it 
opposes is compulsory, federal pro- 
grams of health care blanketing 
those who neither need nor want 
help as well as the needy. 


I would like to outline briefly the 
A.M.A, program in this field: 

1, Indigents and Near-Indigents: 
The A.M.A. believes that govern- 
ment can properly participate in 
the purchase of, or payment for, 
health care for indigent persons. 
Further, the association has said 
that a liberalized public assistance 
program, including federal funds, 
designed to aid not only the needy 
but the near-needy, administered 
by the states with eligibility and 
benefits determined locally, is a 
proper and reasonable government 
responsibility, supplementing other 
activities in this area. 

2. Facilities: The A.M.A. recog- 
nizes that better facilities for treat- 
ment of long-term disease are 
needed. It supported government 
guaranteed mortgage loans for pro- 
prietary nursing homes and is 
working closely with the American 
Hospital Association and other in- 
terested organizations to improve 
institutional care, develop home 
care and homemaker programs, 
and reduce costs. 

3. Voluntary Health Insurance: 
The A.M.A. supports and is pro- 
moting the expansion of voluntary 
pre-payment and health insurance 
plans and the development of new 
and more effective methods of pro- 
viding coverage. 

4. Attitude Toward the Aged: The 
A.M.A. believes one of the most 
important factors in the situation 
of the aged is one of attitude, and 
that the nation must change its out- 
look if our older citizens are to 
have happy, satisfying, useful lives 
rather than becoming bitter, dis- 
carded wards of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The most urgent present 
need is the elimination of the prin- 
ciple of mandatory retirement at 
65 and discriminatory employment 
practices against those over 45. 

The A.M.A, is entirely in favor 
of helping those who need help. 
But it does not believe this in- 
volves the creation of massive fed- 
eral machinery at enormous cost 
to force assistance on those who 
do not need or want assistance. 

For these, and they are many, 
the association supports the volun- 
tary enterprise of individuals, pre- 
payment plans and health insurors 
free of government control or sub- 
sidy, operating in an environment 
which permits the individual citizen 
to purchase what he wishes in the 
way that he chooses.

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The Challenge Facing Kennedy 


The Democratic party Wednesday night 
nominated not its best man, but probably 
its best politician and perhaps its best vote 
getter. Senator Kennedy earned the prize by 
his energy, drive, spectacular organization 
and relentless use of all forms of political 
power. 

As he well knew, he had to win on the first 
or second ballot or not at all. His opponents 
may regard this as evidence that his selec- 
tion depended on pressure tactics and would 
not have been made by a convention which 
had time for careful deliberation. This is 
only partly true. The fact is that Senator 
Kennedy faced the conditions which circum- 
stances imposed upon his candidacy and con- 
quered them. In the doing, he displayed 
great political zkill and some of the qualities 
of leadership that are required of a presi- 
dential nominee and of a President. 

The question in many minds is whether 
the tactical talents thus exhibited will be 
matched by equal devotion to great purposes. 
They may well be. Although the young Sen- 
ator in the early phase of his career showed 
a curious reluctance to commit himself 
finally on a basic philosophy and set of 
principles, he has grown markedly in the 
last few years and could grow further. No 
man can seek the presidency without being 
solemnly aware of its awesome responsibili- 
ties and determined to evoke the best that 
is in him. Senator Kennedy possesses re- 
sources of character and intellect which 
could be developed by the inspirations and 
challenges that will now confront him. 

. ° * 

But this remains to be demonstrated. That 
is why many Americans, like this newspaper, 
will want to wait until they see how Senator 
Kennedy conducts his campaign, what coun- 
sel he gathers around him, what detailed 
views he expresses on the great issues of 
this critical year, before deciding between 
him and the Republican candidate. For 
charm and personality and youthful attrac- 
tiveness are not by. any means the principal 
qualifications the country is looking for in 
its next President. 

The political abilities Senator Kennedy 
revealed in winning the nomination would 
stand him in good stead if he were elected 
President, but they are not enough. The na- 
tion faces one of the most serious crises in 
its history, and so does the world. There 
are some indications that Senator Kennedy, 
second among Democrats only to Adlai 
Stevenson, comprehends the essential nature 


of the crisis. We hope he does. But he will 
have to demonstrate it by the way he deals 
with basic issues during the campaign. This 
is not a matter that can be disposed of by 
slick organization, opinion engineering and 
the conduct of a successful bandwagon. It 
is a matter of the candidate’s essential self. 
John F. Kennedy’s essential self remains to 
be clearly laid before the country. 

We do not conceal our opinion that the 
convention would have been wise to heed 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s moving appeal that it name 
its unquestionably best man, Adlai Steven- 
son. But Gov. Stevenson had refused to 
become an active candidate and the late surge 
of public feeling for him, though a remark- 
able testimonial to his stature, could not 
overcome the long lead that Senator Ken- 


nedy’s intense activity had built up. 
. * . 


There are compensations. If Senator Ken- 
nedy rises to his responsibilities, he will have 
the advantage of speaking for a new political 
generation which can make a much needed 
fresh start at meeting the new problems of 
a new age. He faces the same sort of oppor- 
tunity, and in many ways the same sort of 
crisis, that Franklin D. Roosevelt faced in the 
early °30s. 


While the convention has been meeting, 
the world crisis has gone on deepening. An- 
other American military plane has been shot 
down by the Soviets, Khrushchev has re- 
newed his arrogant threats, Cuba has charged 
us with economic aggression before the 
United Nations, anti-American demonstra- 
tions have broken out in Mexico for the first 
time in years. These events are merely the 
surface signs of the many-sided crisis that 
lies ahead. They set an ominous context for 
the presidential campaign, and impose a 
rigorous standard of measurement upon the 
two candidates who will contest it. 


We urge Americans to weigh the candi- 
dates carefully and well, with a minimum of 
partisan emotion. The times are much too 
grave for ordinary politics. They demand 
extraordinary leadership, the test of which 
is not party loyalty but the personal character 
and qualities of the candidates as measured 
against the situations they will have to deal 
with. As an independent newspaper the 
Post-Dispatch is not committed to the candi- 
date of either party, and we shall not attempt 
to make a judgment for November until 
both have been chosen and have revealed 
the essential character of their campaigns. 


Two on Withholding 


A pay-as-you-go income tax system is bound 
to be a major issue for the next Missouri Leg- 
islature, and already is a factor in the guber- 
natorial campaign. Representative William 
B. Ewald of Kirkwood, candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor, told a tele- 
vision audience he strongly favors income tax 
withholding. On the Democratic side, Attorney 
General John M. Dalton said he would favor 
some formula such as withholding to prevent 
tax evasion. 


Mr. Dalton is at least keeping an open mind. 
He is the clear favorite to win the Democratic 
nomination and might have avoided the issue 
entirely. One of his opponents, George Rob- 
erts of Westboro, said he opposes withholding 
and Representative Edward G. Farmer of Jop- 
lin, a candidate for the G.O.P. nomination, 
even opposes the income tax. 


As a low-tax state needing public services, 
Missouri is most unlikely to abolish the in- 
come tax, but it could get several million dol- 
lars in additional revenue from that levy with- 
out raising rates by withholding in the federal 
manner. That is why the state—and those 
seeking its governorship—cannot easily ignore 
pay-as-you-go. 


Far From Dead 


The report of the death of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, announced by Premier Khrushchev, is 
more than an exaggeration. It is entirely 
misleading, as the Russian leader no doubt 
intended it to be. 

As proclaimed in 1823, the doctrine against 
European intervention in the New World de- 
pended upon United States enforcement 
alone. In actual fact, the doctrine stood for 
many years with the tacit support of Britain 
and its navy. After the Civil War, when the 
United States invited the French to bow. out 
of Mexico, this country was capable of up- 
holding the doctrine by itself. During the 
New Deal days, however, the doctrine began 
to assume altered form. This trend began 
when President Roosevelt opposed unilateral 
intervention. It developed through the fol- 
lowing hemispheric agreements: 

The 1936 Buenos Aires conference agreed 
that every act against peace in any American 
state affected each American state. The 1938 
Lima declaration affirmed. the intention of 
the sister republics to defend their security 
against foreign aggression. The 1945 Act of 
Chapultepec provided for joint defense in 
such cases. The 1947 Rio de Janeiro treaty 
bound the republics to take positive action to 
meet armed attack against any republic or to 
meet any situation jeopardizing the peace of 
the Americas. The 1951 charter of the Or- 
ganization of American States called for mu- 
tual defense of sovereignty and independence. 
Finally, the 1954 Caracas declaration pledged 
joint action against Communist subversion or 
infiltration. 

In sum, the Monroe Doctrine has developed 
from a unilateral to a hemispheric instru- 
ment; it has grown from United States policy 
to hemispheric policy. And that, Mr. Khrush- 
chev, is not expiration; it is proliferation. 


Canada’s Bill of Rights 


Canada’s House of Commons is discussing 
a bill of rights which recalls, and even follows 
the outlines of, the first ten Amendments to 
the United States Constitution. 


As proposed by Prime Minister Diefenbak- 
er, the Canadian bill guarantees freedom of 
religion, speech, assembly and the press; the 
right to life, liberty and security of the per- 
son and enjoyment of property; and the rights 
to fair and open trial and due process of law. 
The Canadian bill does not have to deal with 
the American question of federal versus state 
power, but is more explicit as to “protection 
of the law without discrimination by reason 
of race, national origin, color, religion or sex.” 

In such matters Canada, like Britain, has 
depended for: protection on what is often 


called an “unwritten constitution,” and that 


body of laws, customs and traditions has 


seemed enough. But in 1787 some Americans 
believed that protection of individual rights 
afforded by the states would be enough, with- 
out added federal protection. History has 
proved the Bill of Rights invaluable. Cana- 
dian experience has not been comparable, yet 
the experience of the United States prompted 
Canada to consider whether written guaran- 
tees are not more secure. 


An Act of Brigandage 


The Soviet fighter attack on a United States 
reconnaissance plane now looks like a piece 
of calculated brigandage. The circumstances 
compel the view that the Russians, carried 
away by the success of their maneuvering 
over the U-2 incident in May and pursuing 
their drive to destroy the Western system of 
bases, set out to contrive an incident they 
could use to discredit this country and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. 

According to their version, they shot down 
the plane over Soviet territorial waters in the 
Barents Sea on July 1. The United States 
asserts the plane was never closer than 30 
miles to the Russian coast, and there is ample 
reason to suspect the Russian account. The 
Russians did not announce until July 11 that 
they had downed the plane and were holding 
two survivors. But two days after the attack 
the Soviet rescue cruiser Kapitan Afanasiev 
radioed it was joining the extensive search 
for the missing aircraft. Presumably this was 
a false report broadcast to deceive the United 
States, for the Russians knew that the plane 
had been destroyed. 


This was a cynical operation. The location 
off the Soviet Kola peninsula is a fishing 
ground on which the sun never sets in the 
arctic summer. A swimmer could not last 
more than half an hour in the icy water. 
Indications are the plane was brought down 
in the vicinity of a Soviet ship, perhaps even 
the Kapitan Afanasiev, since without the evi- 
dence of wreckage or survivors the Russians 
would have nothing to substantiate their 
story. Exactly what happened after the plane 
left its British base may never be known. 

It does not speak well for Soviet estimates 
of United States diplomats if the Russians 
thought they could trap this country twice in 
two months. The United States reaction was 
handled correctly, and the warning that the 
Soviet Union would provoke the “most seri- 
our consequences” if additional United States 
planes were destroyed over international 
waters was prompt and firm. The United 
States should welcome Russia’s demand for 
an emergency session of the United Nations 
Security Council on the incident. If we are 
in the right we should let the world know it. 


Same Old School Board 


Having maintained its good behavior long 
enough to persuade St. Louisans to approve 
a tax increase, the School Board’s politically- 
motivated majority has now reverted to type. 
The boys are back at the old stand, taking 
care of their friends with the extra tax money 
the people voted in March. 

We refer to the Board’s decision to boost 
the pay of six classifications of Building 
Department craftsmen in the face of a recom- 
mendation by a private consultant, himself 
being paid $150 a day, that Board craftsmen 
already are getting too much. The consultant, 
noting that the Board pays the commercial 
construction rate to workers who are essen- 
tially maintenance craftsmen with 12-month 
jobs, urged salaries be cut by about 15 per 
cent. Building Department employes work at 
the polls on election days, usually for those 
Democrats favored by union business agents 
and School Board politicians. 

Every nickel of added gravy in the pay of 
Board mechanics comes out of the education 
of the children; the more gravy, the less edu- 
cation. One of these days most of the people 
are going to discover this for themselves, 
and when they do there will be some changes 
made on the School Board. For the sake of 
public education in St. Louis, the indicated 
changes are somewhat overdue.

WASHINGTON, July, 14 (UPI) 
~The United States, smarting 
under Russian spy plane accusa- 
tions, has struck back by charg- 
ing that a Soviet espionage ship 
disguised as a fishing vessel 
came snooping within 12 miles of 
the mouth of Chesapeake Bay 
April 27. 

The 600-ton trawler Vega, with 
1] radar and radio antennas, is 
the same Russian ship that was 
reported earlier to have spied 
on the nuclear submarine 
George Washington in exercises 
off Long Island April 26. 

The Navy summoned newsmen 
to a briefing yesterday in the 
Pentagon to give a detailed ac- 
count of the Veea’s cruise down 
the East Coast to the Chesa- 
peake Bay area where there are 
major Army, Navy and Air 
Force installations. 

It was also revealed that ‘‘only 
superb seamanship” averted a 
collision between the Vega and 
a Navy tug in the George Wash- 
ing maneuvers. The incident oc- 
curred when the Russian ship 
suddenly backed at full speed 
toward the United States vessel. 

The Navy gave no official rea- 
son for suddenly disclosing the 
spying expedition after more 
than two months. 

It appeared likely 
country hoped the disclosure 
would partly offset Russia’s 
downing of an American U-2 far 
inside the Soviet Union Mav 1 
and of an RB-47 in the Barents 
sea July 1.

Convenience Foods Aid Outdoor Chefs 


Frozen Foods, 
Mixes, Make It 
Easy to Prepare 
Complete Meal

LAST SPRING when the bar- 
becue season was just about to 
get under way we commented 
that outdoor cookery had come of 
age. No longer just a party gim- 
mick, it is now a way of life 
with many families cooking in the 
backyard several times a week. 

This means that the type of 
food served at cook-outs must add 
up to well-balanced meals... 
just as complete, in fact, as those 
prepared and eaten indoors. 

Checking local markets this 
week, we realized how much con- 
venience foods have contributed 
to this change for the better in 
outdoor meals, how easy they 
make it to serve a well-balanced 
menu. 

Frozen vegetables and fish, the 
various forms of frozen and pack- 
aged potatoes, the many mixes 
all encourage the patio chef to 
turn out a really nourishing, satis- 
fying meal. Some of the bottled 
salad dressings make excellent 
marinades for meats to be cooked 
on the grill. Brown - and - serve 
rolls and refrigerated biscuits are 
ideal for barbecue hot breads. 

The feature story on this page 
illustrates how some of the con- 
venience foods can be used in 
interesting ways for outdoor cook- 
ing. Do a little thinking about 
this yourself as you wander 
through your favorite food store 
this weekend, and see if you can’t 
think of other ways in which the 
short-cut, time-saving foods could 
be used to make your backyard 
menus more interesting and easi- 
er to prepare. 


A CHECK of produce counters 
will turn up some surprises this 
weekend. 

For one thing, those cantaloupes 
which have been so very plenti- 
ful are not as abundant and con- 
sequently are bringing more 
money. There was an unexpect- 
ed curtailment of supplies late 
last week, reportedly due in part 
to labor trouble in the West, 
also augmented by a shift in pro- 
ducing areas. This transition 
period probably will be brief, and 
western supplies are expected to 
be supplemented by those from 
Arkansas and the Missouri Boot- 
heel area, so there should be no 
shortage. 

Honeydews are available: wa- 
termelons are plentiful and at- 
tractively priced. 

Peaches also are in a transition 
period from one producing area 
to another, so they may be tem- 
porarily less plentiful but prices 
should remain moderate. 

In the berry family, blueber- 
ries are here in greatest volume 
with smaller quantities of black 
raspberries, red raspberries and 
blackberries. 

Nectarines are showing up in 
more stores, with prices gener- 
ally reasonable. Cherries from 
Washington are here, if you can 
afford them. Plums of several 
varieties also are expensive. 

Limes are still one of your best 
fruit buys, with lemons also rea- 
sonably priced. 

Supplies continue to increase on 
those green cooking apples; they 
are an excellent value. 


QUALITY IS improving on that 
low-priced cabbage, so you can 
buy it with more assurance. 

Home-grown beets are of fine 
quality and low in cost;° all va- 
rieties of squash rate the ‘‘good 
buys”? category. 

Vegetables which have worked 
up in price, although they have 
not gone out of reach, are car- 
rots, corn, peppers, iceberg let- 
tuce and potatoes. 

The list of moderately priced 
vegetables is a lengthy one, in- 
cluding the following: cauliflow- 
er (mostly small sized heads), 
eggplant of excellent quality; en- 
dive, escarole and romaine; to- 
matoes; celery; beans; cucum- 
bers, leaf lettuce and spinach 
(most of which is now coming in 
from Colorado and is quite excel- 
lent). 


AT THE MEAT COUNTER, 
you probably will find prices 
higher this week on pork. How- 
ever, hams and bacon are still 
bargains. 

Beef is fairly reasonable, with 
ground beef a particularly good 
value. | 

Noticed the more attractive 
prices on lamb? It is gratifying 
to know that St. Louisans appar- 
ently are becoming more aware 
of the possibilities of this meat, 
since local meat men report in 
increased interest and consump- 
tion. 


NEW IN ST. LOUIS MARKET: 
An onion salad dressing mix, new 
member of a line now offering 
seven different flavors. This one 
does flattering things to tossed 
greens, vegetables, seafood and 
poultry salads. It has a definite, 
true onion flavor accented with 
sweet red pepper and a blend of 
herbs and spices; makes a dress- 
ing that’s smooth and creamy in 
texture. 


WHAT'S 
COOKING? 


During the vacation period, don’t overlook the possibilities of entertaining with a late 


breakfast on the patio. 


This is a delightful way to make house guests feel pampered, 


or to repay social obligations on a Saturday or Sunday morning. 


THE CHARM of meals pre- 
pared and eaten in the open air 
is not restricted to any hour of 
the day. Breakfast al fresco is a 
special delight to be shared by 
friends on weekend or vacation 
mornings; starting the day with 
a meal on the patio is an espe- 
cially fine way to make house 
guests feel pampered. The home- 
maker with a job outside of her 
home may find that a late Sun- 
day breakfast in the backyard is 
one of the easiest ways for her 
to entertain. 

There is an informality to an 
outdoor breakfast that puts every- 
one in a happy, relaxed frame of 
mind. Set the stage with a table- 
cloth in lively stripes, a beach 
umbrella if you have one, garden 
flowers on the table.

| It’s fun to learn to know fruits 
and vegetables with which you 
may be unfamiliar. Some will 
develop into favorites; some may 
not, but do keep an open mind, 
If you see a fruit or vegetable 
you do not recognize in your fa- 
vorite food store, don’t hesitate 
to inquire about it. 


| Take the mango, for example. 
Although it is far from common 
in this part of the country, it 
is appearing more frequently in 
local stores. It is sometimes 
described as the “king of trop- 
ical fruits’; has a rich mellow 
flavor, a juicy lush texture and 
an exquisite aroma. 

Americans who have served in 
the tropics with the military or 
foreign service are among the 
most avid mango fans. Native 
to the Oriental tropics, it also 
flourishes in southern Florida 
where horticultural upgrading 
has been extensively pursued. 


| From Jate May through Septem- 

ber mangos are shipped from 
south Florida to specialty stores 
| and food markets throughout the 
| United States. 


The flavor of the rich yellow- 
orange flesh is a combination of 
apricots, pineapple, peaches, 
bananas; some varieties even 

have a hint of fresh coconut 
flavor. 


| Because there are some dozen 

improved varieties shipped from 
ee? ~=Florida there is variety in color, 
size and shape, but here are a 
few rules to help guide the 
novice. 


Select fruit with perfectly 
smooth skin as shriveling or 
wrinkling may indicate fruit 
picked too soon. 


Fruit will ripen when left out 
'at room temperature, so it is 
not necessary to avoid those 
showing green. 


Due to the wide range of color 
of the different varieties of man- 
gos, color alone cannot be used 
as a criterion for determining 
ripeness. However, in most 
varieties all or most of the 
green skin will turn yellow or 
red when the fruit is’ ripe. 
| The flesh of fruit which is 
ready to eat should yield gently 
to pressure in about the same 
degree as a ripe peach, and the 
ripe fruit will give off a distinct 
fragrance. (The aroma of the 
mango is one of the things which 
makes it the darling of gour- 
mets). 


When the mango has reached 
eating ripeness, be sure to chill 
in the refrigerator, as chilling 
_improves the flavor. 


Do not cut or peel until just 
before serving, as the delicious 
fragrance is best conserved in 
the whole fruit. Do not eat the

200 IN ASYLUM 
BURN TO DEATH . 
N GUATEMALA 


GUATEMALA CITY, July 14 
(AP) — More than 200 persons 
were burned to death last night 
in a fire in a Guatemala City in- 
sane asylum. Authorities said 
the number of dead might rise 
to 300. 


The fire broke out shortly after 
midnight and quickly swept 
through the old building, which 
housed 1400 inmates. 


About 60 persons were trapped 
in the building and firemen, po- 
lice and volunteers were unable 
to get all of them out. 


Police said many of those 
burned to death were inmates 
locked in cells. 


The fire threatened the adja- 
cent general hospital, part of 
which was evacuated before the 
asylum fire was brought under 
control after seven hours. 

Charred remains of the victims 
were placed in an improvised 
morgue this morning. Most of 
the bodies could not be iden- 
tified. 

The cause of the fire was not 
determined. 

About 60 inmates 
burns: authorities said. 

About 1000 persons were taken 
out of the asylum and housed 
temporarily in schools and other 
government buildings.

An undetermined number of in-

fied as criminally insane, es-

There were no casualties in the 
children’s wards, the fire de- 
partment said. The fire reached 
the children’s section of the 
asylum last and by that time 
all children had been removed. 

President Miguel Ydigoras per- 
sonally directed fire-fighting and 
rescue operations.

NEW YORK, July 14—Stan 
Musial, who didn’t expect to 
play, and Ken Boyer, who didn’t 
really want to, looked back to- 
day with laughter on an All- 


Star game and Series that 
weren't at all funny to the 
American League. 

The balance of power, which 
- swung over from the American 
to the National a decade ago, 
never was more apparent than 
in the games Monday at Kansas 
City and yesterday at the Yan- 
kee Stadium. Of 11 runs the Na- 
tional League scored in 5-3, and 
6-0. victories, all except two came 
on home runs. 

“This,” said Musial, hurriedly 
combing his hair before a happy 
jet flight back to St. Louis, ‘‘was 
the most powerful team I’ve 
ever seen, powerful and fast.” 

The National League belted 
two homers at Kansas City and 
smashed four more in the house 
that Babe Ruth built, including 
a tremendous pinch blow by 
Musial and a two-run drive by 
St. Louis teammate Boyer. 

One for Mays, Too. 

Wonderful Willie Mays also 
whacked one, capping his sav- 
age six-hit performance against 
the American League, and Eddie 
Mathews found the range, too, 
actually providing the only runs 
needed by six National League 
pitchers who fashioned the first 
All-Star shutout since the Ameri- 
cans humiilated the older league 
in 1946 at Boston;-12-0. The only 
other All-Star whitewash, 4-0, 
was achieved by the Nationals 
20 years ago at Sportsman’s 
Park, St. Louis.

How to Fix 
It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 

A FEW YEARS AGO when 
doorbells or door chimes didn’t 
work it meant the batteries that 
ran the system were dead and 
new sets were needed, 

Most of these systems today 
don’t use batteries. They are 
connected to a smail tra:.sformer 
which, in turn, is connected into 
the house electrical system. The 
transformer reduces the normal 
house voltage so that it’s safe 
for use in the light wires and 
equipment of the communication 
system. 

Transformers seldom fail so 
when the bells, chimes or buzzer 
do not work it means something 
else besides lack of power is 
the trouble. 

The weakest point in any home 
communication system is the lit- 
tle button at the front or back 
door. These are not very rugged 
to begin with, and in time they 
will wear out. 

It's easy enough to check to 
see if it is the button that is at 
fault. Just pry it out of the little 
metal holder and then hold a 
piece of metal over the two little 
terminal screws to which the 
wires are attached. 

If the bell, buzzer or chimes 
ring when these two screws are 
touched at the same time, it 
means the button has worn out. 
It's a simple matter to replace 
the button. Sometimes the ends 
of the wires that are connected 
to the button have broken off 
and this is a simple enough mat- 
ter to repair. 

Breaks seldom occur in the 
wires that are run through walls 
or along walls or ceilings. The 
trouble with the wires will occur 
where they are connected to the 
button, the transformer or to the 
bell, chime or buzzer. Check 
these connections to make sure 
they are not loose. 

Ringing devices will, in time, 
wear out. They can also collect 
dirt so that they won’t operate 
properly. Most of them can be 
easily dusted clean.

True, I have been no- 
ticing a number of vests 
lately—Grandma used to 
say anybody with a weak 
chest should wear a vest. 
So there are some healthy 
aspects to the style. 

Nobody seems to know 
exactly how men got on 
the new fashion. 

Our banker always wears a vest. But I consider it part 
of a banker’s uniform.

Poison I vy Time 


IT’S A DULL PERSON who doesn’t learn by experience 
—and my experience tells me that along about now the mail 
will be fairly well stuffed with inquiries about poison ivy and 
what to do now that you have the itch. 

It is, in fact, a cinch that quite a lot of these letters will 
be written between the time I write this column and the day 
it gets into print. Of readers in areas untroubled by poison 
ivy, I beg indulgence. Other readers elsewhere are having 
miseries. 

Of course the best way to avoid itching from poison ivy 
is to avoid contact with it, But you can’t always do this. You 
brush against it when you aren’t looking. The leaf, stem and 
root of the plant all contain the poison. Even “out of season” 
poison ivy can bother you. Or if somebody has grubbed the 
plant out and is burning it, the smoke can be irritating. 

For that matter, since the poisonous sap is Sticky, it can 
cling to the fur of a dog or cat, or somebody else’s blue jeans, 


and if you are sensitive, you can get the poisonous itch on the 
first bounce. 


Of course, some people are more sensitive than 
others. But anybody can become sensitive to poison 
ivy if sufficiently exposed to it. Yes, I know that as a 
boy I saw some others who were more or less immune 
chew poison ivy leavés and get away with it. It’s a 
risky business. Because sometimes somebody gets too 
much, and becomes sensitive, and then he’s in a peck 
of trouble, 


Not only stay away from it, but learn to recognize the 
typical three-leaf design of the shiny plant. If some of it is 
around your cabin, summer home or camp, get chemicals 
from a garden supply house and destroy the plant. Even if 
you aren't sensitive, maybe you have your boss out for a 
week end, and he or his wife, or children may be sensitive. 
He itches—but you'll suffer with him. 


So in spite of precautions of this sort, what else can you 
do? If you know you are sensitive, lotions containing zirco- 
nium oxide give some measure of protection, if you apply 
them before going out in the woods and fields. Or. if you've 
been out and think you’ve contacted the plant, prompt wash- 
ing with a thick lather of soap will help by getting the sticky 
but invisible juice off your skin. Naphtha soap is best for 
this as a rule. 


~ 


If, in spite of all, the itch has broken out, easing it’ 
until the attack subsides is the only course left. Starch 
baths are good. Soaking hands, arms or legs in a weak 
solution (1000 to 1) of potassium permanganate can 
also help. This is a poison, so avoid getting it in or 
near the mouth. It also leaves a dark brown stain on 
skin, towels, or clothes. Compresses soaked in 
Burrow’s Solution are good. Calomine lotion is sooth- 
ing. 


In severe cases, your doctor may give injections (or oral 
doses) of the steroid drugs—cortisone or ACTH. Or, if you 
know in advance that you are sensitive to poison ivy, your 
doctor can offer desensitization treatments. But these have 
to be done in advance, just as hay fever desensitization has to 
be done before the hay fever season, not after you've started 
to suffer.

State’s Only Woman High School Principal 


Mildred Hiller of screen Thinks Her Staff and Students Are Wonderful and Compliment Is Returned

WHEN CHARLES COLLINS 
goes to a conference of school 
administrators, he knows it is 
just a matter of time until some 
man gets him in a corner and 
in a confidential whisper asks 


the question, “‘How is SHE to 
work with?” 

Collins is one of two men as- 
sistant principals at McKinley 
High School, the other being 
Gene Greening, and “SHE”’ is 
Mildred Hiller, their boss. She 
is the only woman principal of a 
high school in Missouri. 


“Usually when they ask the 
question,”’ Collins said, “I brush 
them off with something silly like, 
‘I'm henpecked at home so I 
might as well be henpecked at 
work, too. But seriously I think 
the best way to express it is to 
say that I’ve turned down other 
offers. If the offers had involved 
a promotion I might have con- 
sidered them but since they in- 
volved the same kind of work, 
I simply said I didn’t want to go 
any place else.” 


The compliment is returned. 
Dr. Hiller tells you in every other 
sentence how wonderful her 
assistants are. She is equally 
enthusiastic about her wonderful 
secretary, wonderful students, 
dedicated teachers, and the co- 
operation given them by parents. 
In fact, enthusiasm is the char- 
acteristic which impresses you 
most about Mildred Hiller. 


Another impression you gather 
is that McKinley is a vital, grow- 
ing, forward-looking school. It 
could easily be otherwise. Mc- 
Kinley, which opened its doors 
in February 1903, is the oldest 
high school building in St. Louis. 
The nose on the bust of William 
McKinley in the front hall, tradi- 
tionally stroked by students as 
they enter and leave the school, 
is a glistening contrasting gold 
on the dark bronze face. 


Like anything past the half cen- 
tury mark in a big city, McKinley 
High School has seen many 
changes. Once -the residential 
area surrounding it in the 2100 
block of Russell boulevard was 
elegantly fashionable. First fam- 
ilies sent their children there and 
the alumni rolls of McKinley in 
those early years reads like a 
roster of prominent citizens. 


Today—well, Dr. Hiller phrases 
it tactfully when she says, ‘‘Our 
families do not have much in a 
material way. But,’”’ she adds 
quickly, “‘they have fine young- 
sters and both youngsters and 
parents are so appreciative of 
everything you do for them.” 


A survey last year showed that 
2 per cent of the parents are in 
professions, 30 per cent are 
skilled laborers, 21 per cent un- 
skilled. Only nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent are college graduates, 9 per 
cent high school graduates, 38 
per cent. graduates of elemen- 
tary school. Dr. Hiller and as- 
sistants Collins and Greening 
have decided that this is no 
reason why the aims and aspira- 
tions of the younger generation 
should not be high.

In the four years since Dr. 
Hiller has been principal there 
has been an increase in college- 
bound seniors from 19 per cent 
to 32 per cent of the class. Ca- 
reer days and College days 
have been inaugurated. A re- 
cent graduate is attending An- 
napolis and another is at the 
Air Force Academy, both on 
the basis of competitive exami- 
nations. Chosen as one of 50 
schools among 3500 to partici- 
pate in the North Central Asso- 
ciation’s Superior and Talented 
Student Project, McKinley has 
a thriving program with 315 
students among the high achiev- 
ers. 


“The idea,"’ says Collins, “‘is 
to get as many students as pos- 
sible to get some education be- 
yond high school. This is not 
necessarily college. It may mean 
a year of business training for a 
girl, but it is a means of helping 
her make a better life for her- 
self.”” 


One reason for the happy at- 
mosphere in the executive de- 
partment, Mildred Hiller believes, 
is that she, Collins and Greening 
have the same philosophy and 
believe in the importance of guid- 
ance in education. 

Mildred Hiller herself needed 
no guidance to help her choose 
her career. 

‘‘My family tells me that from 
the time I was 5 years old I 
wanted to be a teacher,’’ she 
said, ‘largely due to the influ-

There are difficult problems, one 
of the touchiest, that of telling 
a fond parent that his son or 
daughter hasn’t the ability to go 
on. An occasional parent with 
Old World ideas objects to en- 
couraging career education for 
girls. (‘‘Her job is to find a 
husband,”’ one father said re- 
cently). Often financial problems 
must be overcome for the college- 
bound student and even a good 
scholarship ‘‘isn’t much help to 
the kid without an extra pair 
of pants.” 

Two big urban problems, inte- 
eration and delinquency, are not 
theirs, McKinley administrators 
say. The school is thoroughly in- 
tegrated and has five Negro 
teachers. Delinquency? ‘We 
hate to say so but we’re in heav- 
en,”’ says Collins. 

‘Thanks to the co-operation of 
community, parents, and the ded- 
icated faculty,’”’ adds Dr. Hiller. 

Mildred Hiller lives with her 
mother on South Grand boule- 
vard. Slender, blond, smartly 
turned out, she has the usual 
feminine interests in clothes, be- 
longs to a bridge foursome, is 
active in the Downtown Business 
and Professional Women and Ca- 
rondelet Women’s clubs, is a 
member of human relations and 
juvenile study committees.

People Are On the M arch 


LOS ANGELES, July 14. 

ONE THING IS being made clear in this Democratic 
convention: The people are becoming less and less happy 
about boss rule; they want to be given information and a 
chance to make up their own minds. 

Even the political leaders and bosses themselves must be 
aware of this as they see the people on the move for the 
first time at any convention. 

Former Gov. Herbert Lehman came out of the New York 
state meeting with only four and a half votes for Adlai 
Stevenson; Carmine Desapio and Michael Prendergast con- 
trolled all the others. And yet without question the proportion 
of New York Democrats who would prefer Stevenson to any 
other candidate is far greater than that represented by the 
four and a half votes. In other words, the bosses in New 
York state do not allow us to reflect the real feeling of 
the people. 


This fact will bring enthusiasm in both the city 
and state of New York for our efforts to give the 
people a strong voice in party affairs, whether it 
be in New York county, the Bronx, Brooklyn or 
some area upstate. 

I think, too, in the light of what is happening 
here it will be easier to make some changes in the 
way we choose our convention delegates and repre- 
sentatives in general. Yes, the people are really on 
the march, and for this I am deeply grateful. 


Another factor pointing up this movement of the people 
is the great outpouring of sentiment for Stevenson in the 
mail and telegrams that have arrived here. At the same 
time, the Stevenson demonstrators—not hired ballyhoo artists 
—keep marching around the headquarters lobby and the 
outskirts of the convention hall itself, since they do not have 
floor privileges. The delegates, on the other hand, seem 
to be apathetic, perhaps because they know they have to 
do as the leaders tell them. 


Whatever happens, I am a Democrat and I will 
abide by the decision of even a controlled convention. 
A Stevenson-Kennedy ticket would win in November; 
of that I am confident. Any other ticket I would 
feel uncertain about, although I agree that the trend 
this year is to the Democrats and that, without ques- 
tion, we ought to be able to win. The people who 
want a Stevenson-Kennedy ticket are certainly more 
in evidence at this convention than supporters of any 
other candidate, although the delegates may be held 
to a different voting result. 


The opening day of the convention was certainly a con- 
fusing one as far as I was concerned. I was on the move 
from early morning. 

I saw national chairman Paul Butler for a few minutes 
and thanked him for his kindness and courtesy in giving me 
tickets and all possible facilities for attending the convention. 
I also explained to him that I had wired that I did not need 
either, the guide of the car which he offered me because my 
son had provided me with a Fiat and a driver. 

Somehow this seemed an easier way to get about than 
in one of the big official cars. As long as Mr. Butler had 
given my son the necessary official stickers so we could 
move about and park without trouble, it seemed to me this 
would be better than an official car such as is provided for 
such people as President Truman—who is not here—and less 
noticeable. 


Getting around Los Angeles is a real problem. 
From uptown to downtown, it takes hours at the 
crowded times of day. I am grateful to do things 
at the Biltmore Hotel, where most of the head- 
quarters are situated, whenever possible. 


I was able to make a recording with Mike Wallace and 
another with Martha Deane without leaving the hotel, and 
this made it possible to keep the day’s schedule on a mod- 
erately even keel. 

I also met with the Young Democrats, who are trying to 
federate all of the college Democratic clubs, and this meeting, 
too, was in the downtown area.

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Here Is Tasty Barbecued Steak 


By Hoyt Alden 


AS FAR AS GRILLING a steak 
is concerned, you can’t go wrong 
giving it the same treatment out- 
doors as you would indoors. 
This consists of rubbing it all 
over with a cut clove of garlic, 


brushing it liberally with oil or 
butter, and grilling it pretty fast 
on both sides so that it’s crisply 
done on the outside, pink or even 
red on the inside. 

To my way of thinking, putting 
barbecue sauce all over a good 
steak is the equivalent of dous- 
ing it with catsup. However, 
there are people who like their 
steaks barbecued, and for their 
benefit here is a mixture which 
we obtained from a man who is 
famous for his barbecued steaks. 
Famous among people who like 
barbecued steck, that is. 

Combine a third of a cup of 
wine vinegar, three tablespoons 
of olive oil or salad oil, a table- 
spoon of instant minced onion, 
an eighth of a teaspoon of garlic 
powder, a fourth of a teaspoon of 
powdered rosemary, a fourthofa 
teaspoon of powdered oregano, a 
fourth of a teaspoon of dried dill 
weed, a half teaspoon of salt, a 
fourth of a teaspoon of paprika, 
and two tablespoons of honey. 
Mix it well and pour it over the 
steak. 

Let it sit several hours or even 
overnight, turning it several 
times. Drain it and save the 
liquid. Broil the steak over hot 
coals, basting it from time to 
time with the marinade. When 
the steak comes off the grill 
spread on a tablespoon of butter 
and sprinkle it with parsley. Our 
friend garnishes *: with slices of 
avocado and slices of lemon, and 
we'll have to admit that for a 
barbecued steak it’s pretty good. 


INSTEAD OF DOUSING a 
steak up with barbeuce sauce, 
try something like this: While 
the steak is cooking, put three 
tablespoons of butter on a plat- 
ter and put it near the fire. As 
the butter melts, mix in a little 
prepared mustard, salt and pep- 
per and a bit of garlic. When the

steak is done, flop it on the plat- 
ter and eat it. 

Still another outdoor cook of 
Our acquaintance says the only 
thing with which to douse the 
steak is this forthright sauce: 


Mix together a quarter of a 
pound of melted butter, a dash 
of dry mustard, a pinch of 
cayenne, two tablespoons of cats- 
up, two tablespoons of lemon 
juice, two tablespoons of vine- 
gar, half a clove of crushed gar- 
lic, two tablespoons of tomato 
sauce and two tablespoons of 
chopped parsley. Mix it well, 
thin it with a littl water and 
let it simmer a few minutes over 
a slow fire. He thinks so much 
of this sauce he keeps the recipe 
in his safe,

Now two cups of tomato soup, 
a half cup of water and six 
tablespoons of lemon juice. Cook | 
it until it thickens, which should | 
be about 10 minutes. 


EVERY NOW AND THEN 
someone writes to ask if we can 
tell them how to make potato 
puffs, more formally known as 
potatoes souffle. Like the Indian 
rope trick, people say. they have 
eaten them, but nobody seems 
to know how to make them. 

The trick, according to a com- 
petent chef of our acquaintance, 
lies in keeping two pans of fat, 
heated at different temperatures, 
on the stove side by side. Also, 
acquire a cooking thermometer 
if you don’t have one. 

Peel the potatoes. Cut them 
in slices an eighth of an inch 
thick. They have to be even. 
If you want them real fancy, 
cut the slices to uniform size 
with a cookie cutter. 

Soak the slices in ice water 
for at least 15 minutes. Drain 
them and dry them—but dry— 
between towels. The two pans 
of fat should be ready. One 
should be at 250 degrees, the 
other at 425 degrees. Fry the 
slices, a few at a time, in the 
lower heat, for three minutes. 
Keep them submerged and turn 
them at least once. At the end 
of three minutes lift them, in 
the wire basket, and put them 
into the 425-degree pan. If all 
goes well they will puff right 
up. Keep them there until 
they’re slightly browned.

Much of it disappears with 
uneasiness of ¢onscience. The 
more a mind is troubled on the 
inside, the more it projects its 
discontent upon others. He who 
cannot live with himself cannot 
live with anyone else. Uncon- 
scious self-hatred shows itself 
in a hatred of others. Such in- 
dividuals, like the man on the 
bus, find life fairly tolerable on 
this earth because they see help-- 
less souls on whom they can 
vent their egotism. But such a 
character gives one a fairly. 
| good idea of what hell must be 
like: it will be a place where: 
that man on the bus will meet.

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“inferiority complex” which is 
considered somewhat of a 
mental disease—is an evidence 
of how much humbleness, little- 
ness, deference to others and 
courtesy are regarded as fail- 
ures in character. If we could 
all act toward others as we are 
proud of the way others act 
toward us when they ask ques- 
tions, the blunt edges of so- 
ciety would disappear. 
HUMILITY is difficult to ac- 
quire, and impossible without 
using as a model the Man who 
said: ‘‘Learn of Me, because I 
am meek and humble of heart.”’ 
If we read with attention the

_in the Gospel, we shall see that

|Our Lord, with apparent design 
and haste, passed from those 
_places wherein He received ad- 
'miration, and in which His 
works “blazed abroad,” to seek 
those neighborhoods and places 
in which contempt and humilia- 
tion awaited Him. 

We also find Him after some 
special manifestation and 
acknowledgment of power retir- 
ing into solitude. Thus He fled 
into the mountains when the 
people, seeing the miracle of the 
loaves, wished ‘‘to take Him by 
force and make Him King.” 
And once more, on the occasion 
of the miraculous feeding of the 
thousands, He went up into a hill 
with His disciples alone.

000 or more. 

So far as our records show, the 
blackfellows never built villages 
of a lasting nature.

Poles or long sticks were used 
for certain shelters. Branches of 
trees or sheets of bark served 
for roofing.
